'WEALERS OUTWITTED. 


They Bonrd a Freight Train, and It Lands 


Some of Them In the Penitentiary. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, May 23.— This

that the sheriff abandoned the task of 
ttying to unload them and ordered the 
engineer to stand back to Provo from 
whence the industrials had recently 
jeen banished. 


As soon as the army realized that 


:hey were beiryr taken back west they 
commenced to jump fioro the train, 
and by the time it reached Provo it had 
dwindled from "iOQ to eighty men. One 
man broke his leg in attempting to 
ward an east-bound train 
• 


Orders were received at Provo from 


the tjnited States marshal to convey 
the tram back to Salt Lake City, fifty 
miles distant, but the army managed 
to escape at various stations so that 
when the train reached here to-night 
only seventeen men were landed in the 
[jenitentiary out of the original force. 
A charge of riot was preferred against 
them.

west and north, Jind the city Council 
will hold a special meeting to devise 
means for handling them as fast as pos- 
sible. They are fed by the police and 
ordered to move on.

Perhaps it may be true, M has been 


constantly reiterated, that Mr. Stevenson 
is not particularly friendly towards Mr. 
Cleveland and his administration, but 
his selection of the Democratic member* 
of the senate committee that to-day be- 
gan a star-chamber investigation of nu- 
merous charges of crookedness against 
senators and outsiders, beginning with 
the cock-and-bull story concerning an 
attempt having been made to bribe Sen- 
ators Hunton, of Virginia, and Kyle, of 
South Dakota, to vote against the tariff 
bill, and including the charges against 
Democratic senators of having speculat- 
ed in sugar trust stock and of having 
given the sugar trust protection in ex- 
change for its big contribution to the 
Cleveland campaign fund, makes him 
appear very friendly indeed towards the 
administration. 


For instance. Senator Gray, chairman 


of the committee, is known as chief of 
the senate "cuckoos," and a man who 
would do more for the administration 
than any other senator, while Senator 
Lindsay, the other Democratic member 
of the committee, is, in addition to being 
a cuckoo, known as Carlisle's man. The 
significance of these selections will not 
be underrated when it is remembered 
that Secretary Carlisle, representing Mr. 
Cleveland, has been from the first to the 
last mixed up in all the dealings between 
the Democratic senators and the sugar 
trust. 
Senator Mills, of Texas, has 


publicly stated that Secretary Carlisle 
gave the president of the sugar trust a 
letter of introduction to him and that 
he refused to see him when he called to 
present it The Democrats ask credit

is regarded as a Democrat, although he 
calls himself a Populist. It is clear that 
if anything is shown up by this commit- 
tee it will be through the energy of its 
two Republican members—Lodge, of 
MasBBchussets, and Davis, of Minne- 
sota. But nothing can be shown up, un- 
lees witnesses choose to tell what they 
know, the supreme court having some 
years ago decided that a congressional 
committee could not compel them either 
to testify or to produce books dealing 
•with a citizen's private affairs. That 
decision is a great consolation to more 
than one Democratic senator just now. 
Another consoling thing to certain Dem- 
ocratic senators was the decision by the 
committee to make the investigation 
secret, giving out from day to day only 
such information as Senator Gray may 
see fit.

The Republican senators having con- 


cluded to hold their ammunition for

Senator Teller domes to the AW 


of tha Democracy.

, May 82.—Although there was 


tut a-«lim attendance when the senate met at 
10 o'clock, the routine business was taken up 
and disposed of without the usual roll call. 


Mr. Walsh (dem.. Ga.) rising to a question of 


privilege, referred to publication In this morn- 
Ing's papers of a dlspatch-from St. Paul, Minn., 
stating that the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers had adopted a resolution condemning 
him for having introduced in the senate a Mil 
to punish with twenty years' Imprisonment the 
obstruction of a train carrying the United 
States mail. Ho had, he said, introduced no 
such bill. Ho had Introduced a bill to protect 
the United States mall. 
Mr. Walsh then read the bill. Its title Is 
"To protect the United States malls," and it 
provides that any person who shall rob, or at- 
tempt to rob, or maliciously obstruct or retard 
for the purpose of robbery, the passage of any 
railroad train on which the malls are carried, 
shall be punished by Imprisonment, at hard 
labor, not less than one nor more than twenty 
years. 
The bill was read a first and second time, and 


was referred to the committee on post offices 
and post roads. 
At 10:30 a. m. the tariff bill was taken up, 


pending question being the amendment offered 
yesterday by Mr. Platt to Increase the duty on 
iron ore from 40 to 60 cents a ton. 


Mr. Platt advocated its adoption. He closed 


his speech with a declaration that the pending 
bill would not pass without a full discussion, 
and that he did not believe It would pass at 
•11.Then a controversy sprung up between Sena- 
tors Berry and Hoar. The latter called up the 
declaration In the Chicago platform that pro- 
tection was robbery and plunder, and asked Mr. 
Berry how he could reconcile the pending bill 
with that declaration. Mr. Roar said that dem- 
ocratic senators confessed that they had sur- 
rendered their own judgment to two or three 
men, and he exclaimed passionately: 


"Stand up, democratic senators, if you will, 


and say that you are in favor, personally, of 
this bill,; the whole of you; a majority of you; 
one-tenth part of you; you will not do it. You 
say, and the people say. that it Is wicked 
through and through. But because two or 
three gentlemen have got together in a com- 
mittee room, or in a corner somewhere, like 
the witches In Macbeth, and concocted thin 
bellbroth we have promised them to swallow." 
[Laughter in tho galleries.] 


Mr. Berry Raid that however" objectionable 


the bill might be, It did not lie in the 
mouths of the republican senators to denounce 
It for Its protection features, except on tht 
theory that they preferred grand larceny to 
petit larceny, and that therefore they preferred 
the MoKinley act with all Its enormities to any 
kind of reduction or taxation. 


Mr. Harris moved to lay Mr Plait's amend- 


ment on the table (incrcuKing the duty on Iron 
ore from 40 to 60 cents a tan) and that motion 
was carried—yeas, 83; nays, 21. 


Finally the vote was taken on the committee 


amendment making the duty on iron ore 40 
cents a ton, and it was agreed to without divi- 
sion. 
The next question was on the Jones amend- 


ment to paragraph 110—making It read "iron 
In pigs, iron kentledge, spiegeleizen, forro- 
manuancsc, ferro-sillcon, wrought or cast scrap 
iron or scrap steel. 14 per ton." 


In tho course of the discussion on this para- 


graph a suggestion on the part of Mr. Aldrich 
that the amendment wa*» intended to benefit 
the pig iron industry' of Alabama was denied 
by Mr Gorman who asserted that it feas more 
the benefit of the pig iron Industry north of the 
Potomac tliuu south of it, and that under the 
bill as it came from the house every furnace in 
Pennsylvania would be closed, and that the 
amendment was recommended by southern 
members of tho nnance committee 
"Do I understand," Mr. Hoar queried, "that 


tht": amendment was put in by an agreement of 
southern senators for the sake of protecting 
some industry somewhere''" 


"I ilirt not make that statement, Mr Gorman 


rrpllrd. 
-I thouirht you did," said Mr. Hoar. 
"I Mtld," Mr. Gorman repeated. "In answer to 


thr assertion that this increase of duty was 
made especially for the south, that that was 
tor from being true and that a revenue dutv of 
$1 a ton had been recommended 'by southern 
senator* in charge of the bill—the effect of 
which nrouM be to save the industry In the 
north us well as in the south And that is all I 
(aid nbout It." 


After ». long discussion the Jones amend- 


ment, making the duty on pig Iron, etc., ti a 
ton. was agreed to—yeas 65, nays 4—Messrs. 
Allen. Mills. Palmer and Peffer. 
That disposed of Item 110. 
The next Item-was No 111, taxing all Iron In 


Hubs, blooms or other forms more advanced 
than pig iron and less finished than iron in 
Inrx. !8 per cent, ad valorem. 


Mr. Jones moved to strike out the item and 


substitute for it the following: Pound iron, in 
coils or rods, less than seven-sixteenths of an 
Inch In diameter, and bars or shapes of rolled 
Iron, not specially provided to? in this act. 
eight-tenth cent per pound, provided, that all 
Iron In slabs, blooms, loops or other forms less 
finished than iron in bars, and more advanced 
than pig Iron, except castings, shall be subject 
to a duty of five-tenth cents per pound, pro- 
vided, further, that all iron bars, blooms or 
sizes or shapes of spy kind In the manufacture 
of wnlch charcoal is used as fuel shall be sub- 
ject to » duty of MS per ton. He said that the 
amendment followed the classification in the 
McKlnley act, but that the rates were lower. 


Mr. Sherman suggested that the item was so 


complicated that it had better lie over until to- 
morrow, so that senators might examine it in 
print. 
Thereupon Mr. Jones withdrew the amend- 


ment and Mr. Quay renewed it. In that condlr 
tion of the question Mr. Sherman waived his 
objection and expressed hlg willingness to ac- 
cept the amendment. 


Mr. Hale declared the amendment to be a 


step in the evolution of the abandonment of 
the principle of free trade and of a tariff for 
revenue only. 


Mr. Teller took a different view of the ques- 


tion from that presented by Mr. Hale. He saw 
nothing in the amendment to indicate that the 
democratic party had changed its views and 
had abandoned free trade. It was not profita- 
ble, Mr. Teller said, to taunt democratic sen- 
ators with their inconsistencies.- They had 
told the senate why they were Inconsistent, 
and It was an absolute and perfect defense, 
from their standpoint. 


"In my opinion." Mr. Teller continued with 


much fervor of manner, "the bill is ample for 
the protection of American industries. It is a 
better bill than we, on this side of the cham- 
ber, hoped to get. And I am glad to get It, 
with all Its inconsistencies thrown in. Let us 
address ourselvos to the question like men 
charged with • duty, on the result of which 
10.000,000 of people are dependent. And if, 
when we get through, the bill is not what we 
wast Ictus go to the people and submit tie 
question In that great forum* where right will 
alMmstely prevail." . 


Mr. Teller's kpeech was listened to with much

Since that time the move- 
ment has received the indorsement of 
nearly 1,000 individuals representing 
various liberal religious faiths, and it 
was finally decided to convene the con- 
gress which opened last night for the 
purpose of considering the best means 
to be adopted to secure united action 
among the religious liberals.

The congress opened with brief re- 


ligious exercises, and those present 
were welcomed by Bev. Dr. Thomas, 
who congratulated his hearers upon 
the fact that the various branches of 
liberal belief were gradually coming 
closer together in the work of advanc- 
ing' the spiritual life of the people. 
The possibility of co-operation was an- 
nounced as the special'subject of con- 
sideration. 


Addresses were delivered by 
Eev. 


W. D. Simonds, of Battle Creek, Mich., 
speaking for the Independents; Rev. 
John Fabelle, of Appleton, Wis., in be- 
half of the Advocates of Higher Ortho- 
doxy; Rev. M. D. Shutter, of Minne- 
apolis, for the Universalist denomina- 
tion; Prof. W. M. Salter, of Philadel- 
phia, for the Ethical Culture societies 
of the United States; Rev. M. T. Sav- 
age, of Boston, for the Unitarians and 
Rev. Dr. E. G. Hirsch, of this city, for 
the adherents of Reformed Judaism.

THE 
PENNSYLVANIA 
FLOODS. 


A Review of the Field Shows Less Dam- 


age Than That Wrought Four 


Tears Ago. 


PHII.ADELPHIA, May 28.—Nov/ that 


telegraphic communication has been 
practically restored to all points in the 
state, an estimate of the damage done 
by the flood of the past four days can 
be made. 
Although the rivers and 


steams were swollen to nearly as great 
an height as in the flood of 1889, the de- 
struction wrought by the waters was 
not nearly so great as the inundation 
of five years ago. 
The railroads also 


suffered less in a monetary way than in 
the 1889 flood. They learned a lesson 
at that time that bore fruit in more 
strongly-constructed road-beds, and the 
substitution of iron bridges for many 
of the flimsy wooden structures that 
were washed away. 


Although not reaching in destructive- 


ness the flood of 1888, the spring freshet 
of 1894 will be long remembered, and the 
state will not recover for many a day 
from the loss that has been inflicted 
upon property, and it will take mil- 
lions of dollars to repair the destruc- 
tion and cover the loss in stoppage of 
mills and the wages of workingmen. 


Reports received last night from all 


parts of the state show that, with the 
exception of Johnstown, the flood is go- 
ing down. 
At Johnstown it rained 


heavily again yesterday. 
Fresh tor- 


rents are pouring down from the moun- 
tain and again swelling the Conomaugh 
and threatening another overflow.
